Washington, Aug. 13.—At 4:23 Fri- 


day afternoon the war which lias raged 
between tbe United States and Spain 
for 3 months and 22 days was quietly 
terminated with republican simplicity, 
Yrhen Secretary Day for the United 
States and M. Cambon for Spain, in 
the presence of President McKinley, 
signed a protocol which will form the 
basis of a definite treaty of peace. 


At 2:45 o'clock Secretary Thiebautof 


the French embassy appeared at the 
state department to inform Secretary 
Day that the ambassador was in full 
possesion of the note empowering him 
to sign the protocol for Spain, and only 
awaited the pleasure of the state de- 
partment. He intimated that the am- 
bassador would be pleased to have the 
final ceremony conducted in the pres- 
ence of President McKinley, where the 
negotiations were begun. The presi- 
dent was consulted and a meeting ar- 
ranged for 4 p. m. 


When Ambasador Cambon reached 


the White House It was just 3:55 
o'clock—five minutes in advance of the 
appointed hour. After an exchange of 
diplomatic coubtesies unnecessary loaa 
of time did not ocur.and Assistant Sec- 
retary of State Cridler on the part of 
the United States and First Secretary 
Thfebaut on the part of Spain retired 
to a window, where there was a critical 
formal examination of the protocol. . 


The documentwas prepared in dupli- 


cate at the state department, one copy 
to be retained by the United States gov- 
ernment and the other to become the 
property of Spain. The text is hand- 
somely engrossed in a running old En- 
glish script. 


Arranged Tn Double Column. 


Each copy of the protocol is 
ar- 


ranged in double column, French and 
English standing alongside for easy 
comparison as 
to 
the exactness of 


translation. 


The two copies are alike, except that 


the one held by this government has 
tbe English text in the first column 
aad the signature of Secretary Day 
ahead of that of M. Cambon, while the 
copy transmitted to Spain has French 
In the first column and the signature 
°f M. Cambon ahead of that of Secre- 
tary Bay. 


The protocol sent^-to Spain was ac- 


companied by the credentials-issued by 
President McKinley, specially empow- 
ering the secretary of state to affix 
bis signature to this document.. The 
authorization was brief and in. type- 
writing, save for the president's char- 
acteristic bold signature. .

Joseph 
Hamblet, of Seattle and E. J. Smith, 
of Nashville. The claims which are 
located on Thorn Arm. near Xitchi- 
kan were first discovered by Hamblet. 
He joined forces with Cramer and 
,Smith and 
began developing the; 


mines. They found the ledges of 
ore so well defined 
and so easily 


accessible from the surface that they 
secured a sack full of ore which is 
free milling and will assay from 850.- 
000 to 875,000 a ton. 
The writer of 


the News article says that he saw 
samples and that their richness is so 
great that it is almost beyond belief. 


The ledges are discribed as follows 


oy Mr. Cramer: The mother lode has 
a 120 foot ledge that we traced 
the 


full length of the claim, 1,500 feet. 
It is a contact of porphyry and state 
the latter being well Mineralized. 
The hill top alone is 90 feet wide and 
you can trace that 2,500 feet. The 
Sea Bieeze lode has two parallel 
ledges 12 feet apart, 2£ feet thick 
and can be traced a mile. The Tide 
Water lode is 3i feet thick and can be 
traced 1,500 feet. 
We have also 1000 


inches ot water located one mile from 
the beach where the 
claims are 


located." 


The property is on an island, and 


the prospectors were originally led to 
make the discovery by means of an 
Indian friend. 


An article in the Portland Orego- 


man tells of an examination made of 
the quartz. Expert Clarno says the 
mines are among the richest in the 
world and "he exhibited quartz speci- 
mens the richness of which would ex- 
cite the cupiditj of men unmoved by 
stories of Klondike gold."
